We noted with some surprise your assertion that n wc do not know 
the current status of Ruben Sergio Pra.” Mr. Pra r s prolonged 
detention is a source of great concern to the Anti-Defamation League. 
I enclose- a document which has information about Mr. Pra's situation 
for your information. 


We received a letter just this week informing us that Ruben Pra 
has , in recent months , been placed in solitary confinement , denied 
adequate nourishment and is unable to get necessary medical treatment. 
Moreover, he has been subjected to physical punishment. 


We also have information about Pablo BohoslaVsky, a second 
individual about whom you have no information; fact sheet enclosed. 

We would greatly appreciate your sharing this information with Senator 
Goldwater. 


The U.S. Embassy in Buenos Aires should be aware of both Mr. Pra 
and Bohoslavtsky because we requested their intervention on his behalf • 
in 1980. I am sending them a copy of this letter in the hope that 
they will renew their efforts to gain his freedom. The letter is also 
being sent to Mr* Dale Shaffer the Bureau of Human Rights and 
Humanitarian Affairs.

April, I 98 O. He is still at Rawson and was recently allowed the visit of his 

mother after a two-year lapse. In recent months, he has been subjected to physical 
punishment, solitary confinement and deprived of adequate nourishment' and necessary 
medical 'and dental care.
